SITE FOR THE MEMORIAL. 


Beautiful Westlawn at Canton, Ohio. 

The mound where the body of 
William McKinley will eVe .tually 
lie and above which will be reared 
the memorial of the people of the 
United Slates, is in the farthest 
section of Westlawn Cemetery. 
Without-question it is the most 
beautiful spot there- Senator 
Charles W. Fairbanks, of Indiana, 
one of the trustees of the McKin¬ 
ley National Memorial Associa¬ 
tion which is raising the funds 
for the memorial tomb, said, when 
he first beheld it that it was “the 
finest spot out of doors in ail the 
world.” The mound rises in a i 
gentle slope about seventy-five 
feet from the little stream that 
lies at its feet and curves In a 
similar graceful sweep to the east 
A carriage road lies at its base at 
tlie edge of the water and another 
one mounts the hill and circles it 
at the back. It is purposed to use 
about five acres of the mound—its 
very best part, in fact—-which will 
give ample room for the stately 
tomb that will be erected and for 
the Spread of greensward to re¬ 
lievo and soften it. 

Lying there William McKinley 
can look with a spiritual eye upon 
the town of Canton whoso chief 
glory he wjis j he can see from the 
o}'’rie of his monument the homo 
where he,was so happy and with¬ 
in whoso stricken walls rests his 
devoted widow. ’ And as ho turns 
his gaze over the cemetery it will 
light on the graceful little marble 
figure—rosy boy with a b‘askoi| 
of flowers—that keeps watch and 
ward ovei‘ the tiny graves of his 
two chlldrou at his feet. There is 
a long streteh of jmars between 
those little mounts and the great 
one.that looks down upon them, 
but in all the time that elapsed 
from the day that he first turned 
and left his babies in their graves 
to the glad one wheh he lay in th ^ 
same cemetery beside them, Wit- 
Horn MclCihley’S heart was ever 
achlug for .those little girls. It 
was the greatest sorrow that ever 
otttered ihto his life, and no glory 
that over eame . thereafter lulled Ic 
liiitd Bleep. It is only another ex< 
ample of how destiny works for

The American Suuda}fA 

In the present session of the 
New York Legislature the legaliz¬ 
ation of the sale of liquor on Sun¬ 
day comes up as an echo of the 
fight against Tammany last fall. 
Tammany made the sale of liquor ' 
on Sunday in the face of the law a 
means of extortion and black¬ 
mail. Ardent reformers like Jus¬ 
tice Jerome hold that as a consid¬ 
erable sentiment of the commun¬ 
ity demands alcohol on Sunday it 
would be better to let. the people 
have it legally than to force them 
to obtain it illegally, A few men 
who would really prefer to have 
the saloons closed tight all day 
Sunday favor the opening of them 
from 1 o’clock in the afternoon to 
11 o’clock at night in order that 
the drinking classes may be ac¬ 
commodated. j 

But there is fortunately small 
likelihood that the necessary legis- ■ 
lation will be secured in this gen¬ 
eration. The effort has served to 
to show the practically immova¬ 
ble opinion of the great majority 
that the American Sunday should 
not be destroyed by a mistaken 
idea of liberality. The members of 
the Legislature are overwhelmiug- 
ly against a change. The news¬ 
papers with few exceptions oppose 
it. The churches are united in 
their condemnation of it, although 
a few advanced clergymen have 
given it their sanction, As for 
the citizens generally, the signi¬ 
ficant development in the bold ex¬ 
pression of belief, even among 
those who are not members of 
churches, that the American SUn- 
'day is so useful in the economic ar- ' 
rangement of-tbe modern life that 
any disturbance of its security 
would be calamitous. 

In another respect the agitation 
has brought some very impres¬ 
sive information to the front, The 
Sunday saloon in Great Britain 
has been cited, but it seems on in¬ 
vestigation that the tendency in 
England is toward closer restric¬ 
tions, and that when a vote was 
taken of large numbers of intelli¬ 
gent workingmen, recently more 
than four-fifths of them declared 
that they were in favor of closing 
the public houses all day Sunday. 

We find many references to the 
Continental Sunday, with its open 
beer gardens and the peaceable 
crowds which gather in thorn. 
But in seeking the reasons for 
American conquests in the indus¬ 
try and trade of the world these 
Continental nations have found 
that the American Sunday has 
contributed mightily to the victori¬ 
ous excolleiice of the American 
workingman. Further, Emperor 
William in a recent instance dis- ' 
covered that the drinking of beer ^ 
during working houi's and the in- ^ 
dulgonce on Sundays directly. ^ 
diminishes the product of the Ger- ^ 
man laborer. Still another fact ^ 
comes to us through the testimony 
of German citizens in the United ‘ 
States. Eminent representatives ^ 
of this class assort that not only is \ 
the Continental Sunday an impos¬ 
sibility In America, but that when¬ 
ever it has been tried it has led to 
demoralization. 

All the instances add to the Im¬ 
portance of keeping the American 
Sunday difl'eient from the other 
days of the week. Its valueistoo 
firmly established iu the habitis 
and thoughts and desires of the 
people, for it to be weakened by 
experiments. No man can honest¬ 
ly complain of any lack of liberty 
in the larger interpretatien of the 
laws which surround it. It is ono 
of the Very best of our Institutions 
and the nation will suffer if it be 
changed.—Saturday Evening' Post.

Training of a Girl. 

— A mother lately asked hoV ^e 
could obtain a thorough educfition 
for her daughter. The question is 
g so indefinite that a definite answer 
becomes difficult, for while every 
girl IS entitled to a practictJ edu¬ 
cation, it stands to reason that it 
should not be gained at the expense 
of health and physical develop¬ 
ment, says a writer in the Pitts¬ 
burg Dispatch.

Care of Dairy Cows, 

It is the best plan to cle.an out the 
gutters twice each day and not allow a 
great accumulation of matter at a 
time, says the New York Tribune. 
With a good floor and tight gutters 
there should be material .at hand for 
use as .absorbents and deodorteers. 
Brushing and Carding the cows each 
day tend to cleanliness and are worth 
their cost in Increa.Sed milk. ' There 
should he plenty of bedding, and fresh 
materials should be supplied as fast as 
it Is worn out and disappears in the 
gutter. Long horse manure fresh from 
the stable makes a fine absorbeut, bet¬ 
ter than muck, and then the mixing cf 
the two manures makes each'the more 
valuable. Laud plaster and South Car, 
olina rock, acidulated, make flue de¬ 
odorizers and add vaiue to the manure 
carried away, as they, on the one hand, 
strengthen the manure in phosphoric 
.acid and in the “fixing” of ammonia. 
To our liking clay road dust is the 
equal of either' as a deodorizer. 


Potency of Yonne Balls. 

We think that a good bull that has 
been well kept Without being allowed 
to get too fat and not given too much 
service should get from 80 to 90 per 
cent of his cows with calf at fourteen 
months old, and we doubt if there is 
much difference in the breeds at that 
age, says American Cultivator. tVe 
have known the Jersey to get calves 
much younger, but do not think he 
would he any more sure ns a stock get¬ 
ter or capable of doing more service at 
fourteen or fifteen months old than one 
from the larger breeds. Often a young 
bull may get an old cow with calf when 
an older one would fail, and those who 
cannot succeed in getting an old cow 
with calf giay well try a yearling bull.

Hontemade Starters. 

On'the fai'iu milk or sldmmilk is the 
starter most easy to procure. Select a 
good, healthy cow, put her milk into a 
well scalded cau and keep at a temper¬ 
ature of S3 to 90 degrees until it be¬ 
comes clabbered. Then, use about one 
part of starter in nine parts of cream, 
says D. H. Otis in Kansas Farmer. 
The cream , may be taken at a temper¬ 
ature anywhere from 60 degrees to 75 
degrees if care be taken to cool it down 
as soon as the right amount of iactic 
acid is developed. The starters ma,teri- 
ally hasten the souring or fipening of 
the cream. The lactic acid germs in 
the starter are so much more numer- 
0 U.S and multiply so rapidly that they 
verj' largely if not entirely overcome 
anj' undesirable germs tliat may hap¬ 
pen to get iuto the cream. By the use 
of starters good siveet cream may be 
put iu good conditiou for churning in 
from twelve to twenty-four hours. Us¬ 
ing starters and checking the souring 
at the right point will undouhtodly go 
a long way toward bettering the flavor 
of our country butteiv

Cottonseed Hnlls na Feed, 

Tennessee e.vperiment station states 
that properly used cottonseed hulls are 
a valuable addition to foodstuffs for 
milk cows, “We recommend as much 
as fifteen pounds of cottonseed hulls 
in the dally ration per 1,000 pounds 
live weight. A larger proportiqn has 
caused a weakening of-the digestive 
powers, evidenced in some cases by a 
tendency to diarrhea, In others to con¬ 
stipation,” Cottonseed meal can be fed 
safely for long periods as much ns five 
pounds per day per 1,000 pounds live 
wefght in the ration for cows giving 
milk, For butter making it Is not ad¬ 
visable to exceed three pounds dally. 


To Clean Milk Dt«n,iillfl, 

Rinse first with cold water and then 
wash thoroughly AVith hot water and 
nftenvard introduce live steam If pos- 
sSljlo. If this is not available, keep in 
boiling water for eight or ten mlmites. 
Let them stand in the sun as much as 
possible.
